THAT SUBMARINE BOAT,

Naval Man are Skeptical About the Success
ol the Baltimore.

The New York people who are in-
terested in the submarine boat now
building for the navy in Baltimore
wish to know whether the navy de-
partment  will authorize the construe
tion of another craft of like type.
This does not seein probable, although
the matter depends entirely upon the
results obtained with the boat now
under way. Most naval officers have
little faith in this type of war craft.
The builders must, under their con
tract, demonstrate to the government
the reNability of the new boat.  They
must operate it in all the numerous
ways called for under the specifica-
tions, and if they are able to do all
that is required of them and ever come
% the surface again, there will prob.
ably be established a degree ot con-
fidence in the boat which does not at
present exist. The foreign submarine
boats are operated without much ac-
cident, and there is no reason
theoretically why the American craft,
an admittedly superior boat of its
type, should not be a  success
Whether it will have the tactical val-
laimed for it by the inventor re-
mainsto be seen. It is reasonable,
however, to suppose that a boat navi
gating under water, out of sight of an
cnemy, would be capable of doing
more powerful boat the movements
of which were known to the anta-
gonist.

The latest naval appropriation act
allows the secretary of the navy to
have built two more submarine hoats
if the Baltimore proves satisfactory.
IT it shall succeed in meeting all the
requirements, which are numerous
and severe, the battle fleet will have
an important ally,.—New Yord Sun.
